THE CANTON RAILWAY 
DEADLUCK. 
Tux Yeung Shing Zimes, of Canton, 
recently synopaized a brief summary of 
the course of events which culminated 
in tho present deudlock in .railwny 
construction in the Canton province, 
It would appear that o Shanghai daily 
managed to secure from the archives of 
America, a copy of the despatches and 
telegrams which passed between those 
concerned, and the whole smounts to 
more than forty thousand words, 
Therein are the despatches which passed 
between Shen, of Shanghai, and Ng, the 
Chinese Minister at Washington; also 
the copies which passed between the 
American and the Belgian governments. 
Tt would appear that Shen is not free 


from blame for what bas tranapired, 


and the Carton editor pours his burn- 
ing acorn upon the unfortunate official. 
According ‘to these documents, Ng sent 
to Shen, at the time—that is in the 
middle of 1900—a full account of wliat 
was taking place in America, The 
former told the latter that owing to 
Qhina's instability—it waa the year of 
tho siege of the Peking legations—the 
American syndicate was aftaid to take 
all the responsibility, and, therefore, 
took stepa to modify the otiginal con- 
tract by letting others take shares inthe 
company, which was being formed to 
build the .Canton-Hankow , line. The 
managing director even went to Europe 
and secretly offered the shares to finan- 

ciers there, with the result that the 
Belgians bought up two-thirds of the 
shares, and so there remained only-one- 
third’ in thé hands of the Americans. 
The shareholders then formed themselves 
into a néw company with the old name, 
Tn negotiating’ all this no reference was 
made to the business people ‘of China, 
though it concerned them so pertinently:
